niRECTlONS  FOR  POISONING  GROUND  SQUIRRELS. 


(Richardson  Ground  Squirrels.) 


Mix  1  tablespoonful  of  gloss  starch  in  J  teacup  of  cold 
water,  and  stir  into  i  pint  of  toiling  water  to  make  a  thin,  clear 
paste.  Mix  1  ounce  of  powdered  strjchin  (alkaloid)  with  1  ounce  of 

baking  soda  (bicarbonate),  and  stir  with  the  starch  to  a  smooth, 

creamy  mass  free  of  lumps.  Stir  in  i  pint  of  heavy  com  sirup 

and  1  tablespoonful  of  glycerin,  and  finally  1  scant  teaspoonful 
of  saccharin.  Apply  to  20  quarts  of  oats  and  mix  thorougM.y  to 
coat  each  kernel.  ' 

Each  quart  of  poisoned  grain  is  sufficient  for  40  to  60  baits. 

This  quantity,  scattered  (l  teaspoonful  to  a  place)  along  squirrel 
trails,  or  on  clean,  hard  surfaces  near  the  holes,  will  not  en¬ 
danger  stock.

Stir  in  i  pint  of  heavy  com  syrup 
and  1  tablespoonful  of  glycerine,  and  finally  1  scant  teaspoonful 
of  saccharine.  Apply  to  20  quarts  of  oats  and  mix  thoroughly  to 
coat  each  kernel. 

Each  quart  of  poisoned  grain  is  sufficient  for  40  to  60  baits.

Mix  1  tablespoonful  of  gloss  starch  in  i  teacup  of  c®ld 
water,  and  stir  into  t  pint  of  boiling  water  to  make  a  thin,  clear 
paste.  Mix  1  ounce  of  powdered  strychnine  (alkaloid)  with  1  »unce  of 
baking  soda  (bicarbonate),  and  stir  with  the  starch  to  a  sm©@th, 
creamy  mass  free  of  lumps.  Stir  in  |  pint  of  heavy  corn  sirup 
and  1  tablespoonful  of  glycerine,  and  finally  1  scant  teaspoonful 
of  saccharine.  Apply  to  20  quarts  of  oats  and  mix  thoroughly  to 
ooat  each  kernel.
